WAR  ON  THE  ECONOMIC  FRONT. 

The  llitleiTiit  revolution  is  now  “'cbniiHcre.  Tbo  whole  Trf 
ficrniaiiy  is  umlci*  Uio  Swastilia. 

As  revolutions  go,  it  can  ba  arguetl  (hat  this  has  been  a  quiet 
one  with  comparatively  little  blooashed.  Yet  that  thought  is  scanty 
comfort  for  the  six  liuudrctl  thobsaiul  Jews  in  c  ierraany  who  are  living 
ill  daily  terror  of  their  lives.  If  they  go  out  into  the  streets  they 
are  attael^ed  :  if  they  stay  home,  it  is  in  hourly  fear  of  being  raided. 

Not  a  moment  goes  by  without  some  utterly  futile  atrocity  being 
«  ommitted.  Here  are  a  few  examples  : 

At  Spandau,  Jews  have  been  thrown  into  prison.  They  com- 
j.lain  that  they  have  been  beaten  with  steel  rods  and  knocked  down 
and  trampled  on.  Their  teeth  have  been  knocked  out  by  rifle-butts, 

I  boir  bauds  burned  and  their  fingers  cut  off.  One  Jew  was  stood 
up  against  a  wall  and  used  for  target  praeticc  for  Hit lerist revolvers 
;  .ll  one  bullet  came  too  near  and  struck  bini  in  the  forehead. 

At  Kiel.  Dr.  JVilhelm  i^ipieger,  a  Jewish  law'yer,  was  awakened 
in  the  uiiddh!  tbc  night  and  when  he  went  to  the  door  he  was 
tbot  dead. 

Herr  .Vifred  Aptcl,  a  form.H*  P^csiilent  of  the  llerun  Zionist 
Organisation  ainl  the  founder  of  ihc  Jewish  Youth  Orgauisation, 
who  was  arrested  after  the  Hc'chstag  fire,  has  been  so  severely 
manhandled  that  lie  is  not  expected  to  live. 

rnrecognisable  bodies  are  continually  being  found  in  the  ncigh- 
hombood  of  r»crliii,  and  not  a  day  passes  w  ithout  a  corpse  bring 
found  in  one  of.  the  canals. 

Habbi  Dr.  Fraeukel,  aged  70,  was  set  upon  in  his  house  in  Beilin 
.and  so  mevcilossly  beaten  that  he  hatl  to  be  taken  to  ho.^iital, 
where  his  condition  is  causing  grave  anxiety. 

A  bomb  was  thrown  into  the  Old  Synagogue  at  Koeuigsberg  and 
set  lire  to  the  curtain  of  the  Ark  of.  the  Law. 

The  manager  of  the  Vnited  Theatres  at  Breslau,  Herr  Bernay, 
was  carried  off  in  a  car  by  live  men  in  Nazi  uniform,  who  took  off 
hU  clothes  a.ud  flogged  him  for  ha’f  auhour  with  rubber  batons  and 
, dog-whips. 

Torture  Chambers  in  Berlin. 

Many  Jews  complain  of  being  taken  to  certain  houses  in  Berlin 
and  beaten  with  steel  rods  in  the  presence  of  Nazi  auxiliary  police. 

The  horror  of  all  these  atrocities  is  intensified  by  their 
stupidity.  They  only  add  misery  to  a  world  already  overburdened 
with  despair.  In  comparison  with  their  wanton  futility  the  seizure 
of  the  Breslau  Law  Courts  by  force  seems  positively  intelligent; 

-  Yet  this,  alas !  was  done  only  to  expel  the  Jewish  judges,  and  when 
the  Court  re-ppons  no  Jew  will  be  allow'ed  inside  it  as  judge, 
itfn»rigfPi«  or  eomplamant.  ’Whether  the  dock  will  also  be  jurfen ix i n 
■"one  doubts. 

For  the  most  part  Jewish  shops  arc  still  closed.  Those  that  arc 
open  are  picketed  by  Nazis  who  make  it  practically  impo^ible  for  a 
pui^chasec.  to  enter.  In  Mag^bhrg,  Nazi  Storm  Troops  fired  several 
sjiota  into, a  Jewish  store  jtheh  occupied  it.  In  the  panic  many 

women  and  Children  were  trampled  on.

Switzeilaud,  Fiance  and  a  few. oven  iu  England.  Hundreds  of  Jewish 
families  are  leaving  Vpper  .Silesia  daily  for  Folatid.  Some  days 
ago,  the  Jewish  organisations  in  Paris  made  arrangements  to 
accommodate  the  refugees  who  were  even  then  on  the  way. 

Pogroms  Must  be  Paid  For. 

The  Jews  who  have  left  Germany  are,  of  course,  mainly  those 
w  i  f  h  lii  oiiic  y .  AhdYhmiy  of  "the  m‘  are" w  ithdrawing~theiircapital-witir— — 
(hem.  Any  big  withdrawal  of  capital  from  Germany  is  bound  to 
-mc.an  a- decline  in  the  value  of  German  money.  -  Pogroms  ore  not  — ' 
always  cheap  and  it  looks  as  if  this  may  bo  a  particularly  expensive 
one  for  Hitler. 

Moreover  foreign  opinion  is  beginning  to  find  a  voice. 

The  Polish  Government  has  lodged  an  official  protest  at  the 
AVilhelmstrassc  agamst  the  nialtrcntment  of  Jews  of  Polish 
nationality,  such  as  Rabbi  Fraenkol.  The  American  ConsubOeneral 
in  Berlin  has  called  on  the  Chief  of  Police'  and  submitted  a  sworn 
affidavit  of  six  American  citizens,  five  of  them  Jews,  who  have  been 
attacked.  The  .American  .Jewish  Congress  has  formulated ;plasis  for 
a  nation-wide  protest,  inc hiding  a  mass  meeting  in  Madison  3(i»are 
-  Garden  with  simultaneous  meetings  in  all  big  cities. 

"The  first  sign  that  public  opinion  (and  particularly  foreign 
opinion)  was  beginning  to  have  effect,  was  Hitler's  order  Inst 
Friday  night  calling  the  Storm  Troops  to  order,  and  instructing  them 
not  id  interfere  w'itb  the  business  life  of  the  country.  It  contrasted 
curiously  with  lleri  Ooering's  speech  that  same  night  in  which  he 
said  that  itw'as  not  the  biisiucssof  the  police  to  protect  the  shopoof 
.Jewish  profiteers.'*  On  Sunday,  Hitler  had  to  reiterate  his  order  to 
the  Storm  Troops.  He  toid  that  the'^st  phase  of  the  national 
revolution  was  over  ami  that  he  would  not  tolerate  any  more 
"individual  actions.'*  The  Government  was  not  going  to  allow 
members  of  the  Storm  Troops  to  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands : 
the  (ioverninent  alone  must  be  allowed  to  decide  on  any  action  to 
bn  taken  against  this  or  that  enemy  of  the  national  movement. 

By  Tuesday  it  was  noticeable  that  there  were  fewer  of  these 
individual  actions,'*  and  the  tide  may  be'  said  to  have  shown  signs 
of  turning,  when  at  Cologne  throe  Nazis,  who  entered  a  Jew's 
dw'cUing  and  forced  him  with  levelled  revolvers  to  open  his  safe, 
from  which  they  took  800m.,  were  apprehended,  *im mediately 
expelled  from  the  party,  and  deprived  of  their  brown  Shirts. 

Von  Papon ,  Speakg. 

The  DcCTbCHF.  Alegehecse  Zeituno,  the  organ  of  the  Vice- 
Chancellor,  Herr  von  Papen^  Which  even  Captain  Goering  would  not 
dare  to  suppress,  has  boldly  condemned  the  state  of  terror  in  the 
country  organised  by  groups,  of  people  assumed  to  be  under  the 
protection  of  the  Government,  and  pTocIfumed  that  peace  and 
individual  Ubiety  must  now  be  restotod  ^d  that  all  premises 
in  which  political  prisoners  are  kept  by  private  persons  mnst 
bp  closed.  Everybody  in  Germany  knows  what  the  Deutsche 
AlloeUeinb  Zeitu^o  means.  It  is  a  direct  admission  that  the

Asa  re8idt,r|Mteo^r,of  the  Nazi  victories  in  the  Municipal 
elections  and  their  action  iu  deposing  the  nou-Nozi  heads  of  the 
Municipalities  where  they  failed  to  gain  a  majority,  the  rule  of  the 
Hitlcrists  in  the  Municipalities  is  now  firmly  established.  Their 
first  step  was  to  announce  the  dismissal  of  all  Jewish  officials, 
employees,  doctors  in  Municipal  Hospitals,  actors  in  Municipal 
Theatres,  and  contractors-  Many  thousand  of  Jews  arc  thus  losing 
their  employment  without  the  least  hope  of  obtaining  new  engage¬ 
ments.  Among  the  great  Jewish  Municipal  administrators 
who  are  losing  their  posts  is  Dr.  Bruno  Asch,  the  hoail  of  the 
Finance  Department  of  the  Berlin  MuuicipaUty,  Tho  Voelkischer 
Beobachter,  the  principal  Hitlerist  organ,  in  coinmcnting  on  tho 
Nazi  victories  in  the  Municipal  elections,  demands  that  not  a  singlo 
Jew  or  Socialist 'should  remain  in  tho  employ  of  tho  Municipalities. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  demand  of  the  Hitlerist  oi*gan  will  bo 
caiTicd  out  in  full  and  that  from  an  economic  pomt  of  viow-tlio 
capture  of  the  Municipalities  is  tho  worst  blow  dealt  at  the  Jews  iu 
Germany  since  tho  Nazis  came  into  iiower. 

-Acts  of  Repression—^ontinire.  -  - 

Jewish  Merchant  Murdered  in  Cold  Blood.- 

Later  messages  continue  the  depressing  tale. 

Shoebita  has  been  prohibited  iu  Cologne,  Siogburg  and  Bonn, 
At  Bonn  tliis  was  done  by  tlie  comparatively  co^titutiunnl  metliod 
of  an  edict  of  the  State  Commissioner.  At  Cologne.  Nazis  took 
imsscssion  of. the  slaughter-house  and  removed  the  shocliets  and 
their  ritual  implements. 

.  Three  hundred  policemen,  sixty  detectives,  and  twenty  “plain 
clothes  Nazi  auxiliary  police"  on  Wetluesday  descended  on  Friedonan, 
fbe  Chelsea  of  Berlin,  posted  police  officers  with  carbines  at  all 
approaches,  and  raided  several  hundred  fiats,  the  occupants  of 
which  are  described  by  tho  Nazi  A noui r f  ns  •  ‘  .Tew i sh  1  i j o nij i^mtl 
drawing-room  Bolshevists." 

Four  men  in  long  overcoats  aiui  armed  witli  carbines  forced  an 
entry  into  the  house  of  Herr  Stelzl,  a  Jewish  wholesale  merchant  in 
Straubing,  Lower  Bavaria,  on  ■Wednesday  morning.  They  took  him 
from  bis  bed  and  bundled  him  into  a  motor-car.  His  body  was  later 
found  riddled  with  bullets.  Herr  Stcizl  was  a  moneylender,  and 
two  years  ago  he  won  a  slander  action  against  a  Nazi  member  of  the 
Bavarian  Diet.  The  Jewish"’ cx-Ministcr  of  Finance,  Dr.  Hilferding 
has  disappeared.  Deputy .  Hertz,  the  Jewish  Socialist  leader  has 
l>een  arrested  and  all  attempts  to  discover  his  fate  have  failed. 

The'  new  Nazi  Police  President  of  Munich,  Herr  Himmler,  says 
in  an  interview,  “  The  State  will  protect  the  lives  of  all  citizens,  but 
unfortunately  such  protection  is  often  possible  only  by  keeping  them 
under  arrest.  Many  people,  lai*gely  of  the  Jewish  faith,  have  by 
t  heir  attitude  towards  tho  national  Germany  created  such  a  revulsion 
of  feeling  against  them  that  but  for  drastic  police  measures  to  keep 
them  out  of  the  way  they  woulti-find  themselves  at  the  mercy  of  tbo 
fury  of  the  notion.’*  To  save  him  from  the  fury  of  the  nation  (he 
police  have  therefore  raided  the  home  of  Martin  Buber,  Professor 
of  Jewish  Religion  and  Ethics  at  Frankfurt  University  and  con- 
iiscoted  two  volumes  of  the  letters  of  the  poet,  Gustav  I.>andauer, 
under  Buber's  editorship.  Theu  they  left  him  to  “  tho  fury  of 
the  nation."  .

was  assaulted  in  the.  Kurfilrstendamm,  Berlin,  and  driven  into  a 
cafe,  where  ho  was  beaten,  before  he  could  enlighten  his  assailants 
as  to  his  identity.  The  Deutsche  Auloemeixe  Zeitung  admits 
that  the  Swedish  Consul-General  at.  Stuttgart  was  attacked  and 
knocked  dow'n  by  **  two  young  men."  "Wlien^  the  Rumanian 
Minister' and  the  wife  of  the. Italian  Minister  .were  being  cntectauiied 
at  the  house  of  a  prominent  Jew  in  Berlin,  Nazis  broke  into., tho 
house  and  iiisuTtcd  and  rough  handled  the  host  and  his  disiin. 
guished  guests. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Polish  Legation  has  Lad  to  coll  the 
nttoiition  of  the  Wilhelmstrasse  to  well  over  one  hundred  'cases  of 
Polish  .Jews  who  have  complained  of  arrest  and  detention  by 
unauthorised  persons.  The  Czechoslovakian  Legation,  loo,  has 
protested.  Some  of  the  Polish  victims  allege  the  use  of  an  instra- 
inont  consisting  of  a  load  ball  attached  by  a  springToa  sHbrt~stick. 
This  apparently  is  capable  of  hurting  badly  witUoui-breaking  bones 
as  long  as  the  skull  is  avojdcd. 

It  ia  rumoured  that  tho  Jews  of  Poland  have  docidod  ou  an 
organised  boycott  of  German  goods  ;  no  satisfactory  conilrmatioii  of 
Ibis  statement,  however,  can  be  obtained.  A  bettor  founded  report 
is  to  the  effect  that  the  Polish  (iovcrnnioiU  is  propartug  a  list  of 
(formaus  to  be  deported  from  Poland  ns  an  offset  to  -the  .Jewish 
refugees  that  are  pouring  into  the  country  from  liermany.

train  and  motorcar,  many  of  them  going  on  direct  to  Paris,  where 
the  Jewish  orgaiiisat-ions  are  housing  and  feeding  refugees.  They 
ileclace  that  an  oven  larger  number  of  Jews  have  crossed  the  Ocriuau 
frontier  into  Uzcchoslovakia,  where  they  are  assured  an  asylum. 

Twelve  hundred  more  Polish  Jews,  including  tiro  rabbis,  two  of 
them  w-ell  over  ninety  years  of  age,  escaped  from  tiermauy  into 
Poland  on  Tuesday  night  and  Wednesday  luorniiig.  They  arrived 
in  Warsaw  penniless  and  in  a  terrible  state,  begging  for  fooil. 

U.S.  German  Ambassador  Resigns^ 

Baron  von  Prittwitz,  the  Gorman  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States  <who  attendeil  Wednesday’s  dinner  in  New  York  in  honour  of 
Professor  Einstcinh  lias  auuouucod  his  resiguation,  declaring  that 
lie  is  not  in  sympatliy  with  tlic  new  tforinan  (■overnniont.

^(agnus,  occupying  a  full  column,  iu  which  tho  writer  gives  a  pr(*cis

Jews  and  Japanese. 

Tokio  Professors  Relationship  Theory. 

The  nninberof  .Jews  in  modern  .Japan  is  small,  almost  insignifi¬ 
cant,  a  writer  in  the  Yiddishe  .Stimme  remarks  in  the  ionise  of  an 
article  on  the  subject,  cdntimiing: 

There  ai’C  under  a  thousand  JeWish-inhabitauts  in  the  country, 
and  they  ooinc  from  different  parts  of  the  Avorld  such  as  Kussin. 
France,  America  and  Groat  Britain.  Unlike  such  centTes as  Shanghai, 
Harbin  and  other  places  iu  the  Far  East  where  Jews  play  a  jn'ornineiit 
]>art  in  the  industrial  and  commercial  life,  there  arc  not  many 
opportunities  for  .Tews  in  .Japan.  The  .Tewislr  inhabitants  iu  that 
counti'y  merely  form  part  of  the  various  foueigii  colonics.  With  lh«? 
exception  of  the  Sefardic  and  Hussian  .Jews  who  live  as  Jews,  all 
other  Jews  ill  Japan  belong  to  tho  most  assimilated  (ype.  One  is 
conscious  of  their  Jewishness  only  on  the  Day  of  Atonement,  or 
through  the  demise  of  one  of  their  relatives'.  The  Russian  Jews, 
most  of  whom  live  in  Kobe,  Yokohama  and  other  largo  towns, 
have  gone  to  Japan  from  Harbin  and  .Shanghai.'  The  Jopancso 
know  very  little  about  Jews,  and  regard  them  in  most  coses  as 
indistingnisbable  from  the  other  foreigners  iu  (he  oouiitry.  Of 
lafe  yeors,  however,  the  Jap^ose  intellectuals  hoAc  devoted  c^- 
siderab’e  .interest  to  the  Jewish  people,  and  there  are  leading 
Japanese  writers  who  are  very  sympathetic  towards  the  Jews  and 
are  endeavouring  to  enlighten  tho  Japanese  on  the  history  and 
aspirations  of  the  Jew ish  people.  A  distinguished  J apohesc  hlstovira, 

•  -  Dr,-  Jv  -Oyabe  ot-  Tokio,  jwho  recently  published  a  book  dealing 
_  _  tlie-otigin~of  the  Japanese,  attempts  to  show  tliat  they  ara 
sanie  origin  as  tho  Jews;  he  tries  to  establish  hlood^rolatlonsh^ 
between  the  *  Jews  and  the  Japanese  who,  lis  says,  are  desc^pd^s 
of  Gad  and  Menasseh.  Ho  cites  numetoua  custonis
